The lords are so incensed at the Priory claiming royal rights in 
Houghton that Eudo la Zouche pulls down the prior’s gallows 
at Eddesuthe and broke open his gaol (jail) at Caldecote. 

The canons of the Priory grant free warren of their demesne 
lands in Houghton.
